ConBiderable intereat was manifested 
by those in attendance at a Food Ad- 
miniatration nieelinK held at the vUIbko 
hall in this villBge on Monday evening, 
when County Administrator G. C. Grid- 
ley, Local Adminiatrator Frank M. 
Hamlin, of Loice Villa, with the assist- 
ance of Mr. Webb, a representative of 
the Chicago office called toRether the 
merchants, marketmen, hotei and res- 
taurant keepers, bakers arid raillmen 
and the fee cream dealers, for the pur- 
pose of making known the newer rul' 
ihgs and to review theoider ones. .The 
meetinK waa largely attended and much 
good was uccompliehed. Other meet? 
ings will follow from time to time as 
seems required. 

Owing to the large territory covered 
by Mr. Hamlin he has prevailed upon 
the administration to allow, him an as- 
sistant to take care of Anlloch town- 
ship. Mr. James B. McVey has been 
selected to act as assistant to Mr. Hem- 
iin and hereafter such matters aa per- 
tains to the administration in Antioch 
may be taken up with Mr. McVey," who 
will have the same authority asthe 
local administrator. 

Many points were touched upon and 
in the difiCUBsion it invariably came to 
light that the people were always ready 
to do what was riKht, but in some cases 
tlie^ had been misinformed or not in- 
fomed at all. To overcome this lack of 
knowledge we would suggest that you 
follow the dnily and county papers 
more closely ns every ruling and every 
•order ihnt has come to the local food. 
administrator has been also printed in 
ht least a half dozen county papers 
and all of your large dailies, and if you 
haven't been informed it's because you 
do not read. Hereafter we shall en- 
deavor to secure a space In our local 
paper In which a copy of the latest rul- 
.ings and buletins can be. published, to- 
gether with such local items aa may 
have to do wjth our iranr.edicate locality 

Mr. Gridley broURht out the point 
which is of vital interest to hotel and 
restaurant keepers who have not from 
any cause filed iheir sugar report with 
the Chicago office of the food admlnls- 
tion. If you have not already done so 
you should go to the local administrator 
.and get the blank required and fill out 
as directed and file, as your sugar al ot- 
ment will be held lip until thia report 
js.filed, ahd under this rulllng you are 
not allowed to purchase any sugar 
whatever until you have sugar certifi- 
cates, and you can not get these certifi 
CHtea until. vou hove filed the report. 

Any person feeding twenty p^sons 
or more persons per day will be classed 
as a hotel keep£.r and will have to file 
- the report. 

It was also explained how sugar 
hoardera are to be checked up and if it 
iippears that anjone *ia buying more 
than their share, their case will be 
looked into and drastic action taken. 
The fldministrotion has been rather 
lenient heretofore, but now have to 
ndopt this method to round up the sugar 
hog. 

For the coming season an absolute 
chock will be had on all the farmers 
who raise wheat, aa the thrcshermen 
are under a ruling whereby they must 
report to theadmlniatration the number 
of bushels of. all grain threshed for 
every farmer in thia district. This will 
place in the hands of the administration 
the information which in 1917-8 was 
rather iicomplete.

field Meeting at D.iW. White 
Farm, Saturday, July 13 

There will be a field meeting at the 
farm of D.'-M,, White east of town'next 
Saturday afternoon, July 13, at"2 p. m. 
for the purpose of seeing the crop 
growr\ on the experimental plots and 
noting the results secured by the State 
University, 

The experimental field at tha White 
farm has been operated by the Univer- 
sity for 16 years. A four year rotation 
system is followed, corn, oats, clover 
and wheat. The field Is in winter wheat 
ot the present time and some of the 
plots will yield at least 25 biiahela per 
acre,' All the plots.where phosphorous 
has been used, wili give o fair yield 
while the other fertilizers will proba- 
bly not pay for their, .applicatioff. Ap- 
plications of limestone have not proven 
profitable upon this soil type even when 
clover is grown. Nomahure ia used as 
the fertility is kept up by the uaeof fer- 
tilizers and crop residues taken from 
the land itself. 

The wide variation In results secured 
this year on thisfield should be of in- 
terest to every farmer in Lake county 
who is trying to maintain his soil fer- 
tility. The wheat will vary from a 
total failure to a very, profitable crop- 
all due to the methods of soil manage- 
ment. 

Mr. H. C. Gilkeraon and some other 
members of the Soils Department of 
the University oflllinoifl will be present 
to explain the methods of treatments 
ond returns secured from each. 

The methods practiced on thia field 
are applicable upon almost every farm 
in Lake county*

Dr. John Turner Transferred 
to Camp Jackson, S. C. 

Camp Jackson, South Carolina. 
July 7th, 1918. 
Friend Johnson: — 

Since my last letter I have done some 
traveling, as you can see I am now at 
Camp Jackson, South Carolina. I 
brought Mrs. Turner along with me 
and on the way down took in the inter- 
esting pointii, such as Memphis, Birm- 
ingham, Atlanta, Agusta, etc. We 
sura did enjoy the trip. Mrs. Turner 
is staying in Columbia, the capitol of 
South Carolina, which by the way. Is 
one busy place, being only six miles 
from camp and thirty minutes ride by 
electric. 

Glancing out of my ofiUce window the 
ground is covered with white sand 
which looks like snow', but doesn't feel 
like it. Last winter I thought I had 
had my fill of snow, have somewhat 
changed my mind now, occasionally 
while at Fort Riley I was able to get a 
Chicago paper and according to weather 
reports you are having a cool summer. 
This is a great country for cotton and 
corn, it's all you see growing and ac- 
cording to the natives they expect to 
have a bumper crop thia year. 

Yesterday while innoculating some 
men for typhoid I was surprised to find 
several boys from Chicago whom I 
knew, two of whom spent their vaca- 
tions at Lake Bluff. 

My status here is in charge of an In- 
firmary and believe me I get plenty of 
work and enjoy it. I hold sick call 
each morning and spend the rest of the 
day examing men and officers, sanitary 
inspection, typhoid innoculations and 
vaccinations. All sick calls occuring 
during the day, drilling my men, that 
is the enlisted men of my detachment, 
all this and a hundred and one other 
little things coming up during the day 
and evening, out side of that there is 
nothing to do, and as I said before I 
sure do enjoy It. There is nothing to 
compare with army life. 

Well I suppose Antioch is a busy 
summer resort. I would like to go 
swimming In Channel Lake. I haven't 
seen a real lake since leaving home. 
Give my regards to Antioch friends.

A commiltee, representing the fed- 
eral food administration, met in Chi- 
cago on Saturday and decided on the 
price pf milk for July only. 

The price for August is to be fixed 
July 15. by the same authorities who 
agreed to fix the price month by month 
for the next six months. 

The price for July, as settled late 
Saturday,, is $2.30 per 100 pounds, $1.87 
per eight gallon can. 

The above settlement was made after 
two days of dickering over what should 
be done in adjusting the two. three or 
six months following July, and- was 
finally reached when all patties had 
agreed to settle the price for the 
- months of August, September, October, 
November and December on the feed- 
ing formula of twenty pounds of home- 
grown grains, twenty-four- pounds of 
purchased feeds, 110 pounds of hay and 
three hours labor per 100 pounds of 

milk. .

Pcklu,^ 111., July 8.— Seventy-eight 
bodies were recovered on 8atiirduy 
from the wrecked steunier Columbia, 
which sunk In '20 feet of,water In the 
Mississippi river opposite Wesley, 111., 
ut one o'clock Saturday morning after 
striking a log. Seventy-one have been 
Identllled. No bodies were removed 
from the vessel on Sunday, owing to a 
heavy storm. Twenty-two persons nre 
btlir reported mlsalng. The majority 
of the victims wore from tlils city. 
. U. 8. Inquiry Started, r 

With the arrival In Pcorln of George 
Green, supen-lsing federal Inspector of 
Hteiinishlps. government Investigation 
of the Columbia tragedy got under 
way, , ■ r 

A preliminary Inquiry was held at 
tJlie federal building, to .which Cnpt. 
Ueriuau MchI and several members of 
his crew were summoned by Steamship 
Inspectors George Bowers and Ueese 
Downs of St. Louis. 

Deny Hull'Was Rotten. 

Captain Mehl and his crew, pale and 
shaking, talked In subdued tones while 
awaiting their Interviews with the of- 
ficials. Tliey are being guarded by se- 
cret service men. 

They denied the hull of the lll-fnted 
ship was rotten or that there was any- 
thing wrong with the keel. They ex- 
plained the collapse of the frail boat 
by' saying tlie stanchions under the 
ballroom deck must have given way. 

"The hull was pierced by a station- 
ary log," declared Tom Williams, vet- 
eran Mississippi river pilot, who was 
at the wheel when the Columbia went 
down. 

Steamer Never Condemned. 

Cnptaln Mehl said: 

"The Colnuihia was purchased from 
Cupt. AValter Ulalr of Davenport, She 
never was condemned. Tliat report Is 
imtrue. She never went under any 
other name. 

"The object of our Investigation.** 
said plHtrlct Attorney Dougherty, "Is 
to determine whether tli ere were any 
violations of the fedetTil law. We are 
here to see that full justice Is done nnd 
not to whitewash anyone." 

Left Peoria at Midnight 
Tho Columbia put out from Its wharf 
in Peoria shortly before midnight Fri- 
day. Those aboard for the larger part 
were niemberKof the South Side Social 
club of Pekln and some friends from 
Kingston Mines. They had c<mie to 
Peoria earlier In the evening, bringing 
tlioir children with tliem to attend a 
war work cal-nlval In progress In 
Peoria. 

The Cntumbhi was nhout ISn feet In 
lenifth and of the usual broad beam of 
river boats. The hull, like all river 
boats, was Hat of bottom and regarded 
as Incapable of being capsized. 

Upon the departure of the boat most 
of the pa.sseagers suugltt the lower 
deck and the dancing lloor. 

Captain Mehl said his first Intima- 
tion of danger was when the vessel 
.sustained a slight shock. 

The lights had flickered off and on 
again. Captain Mehl niegapliom>d his 
hands and bellowed aloft, "Kverybody 
get upstairs, ■ She's going down." 

There was a second and more vio- 
lent Jolt whleli caused the tmwleldy 
vesselto shiver and groan nloud. The 
lights went out. • 

There was a rush for the exits. The 
hull parted. amidships and the whole 
supcrstructtire cruniple<l Into klmillng 
and the bout sank Into the mud bottom

against the wall of the dancing salon 
and stuck there. 

• Fishermen Rescue Many.

The screaming and calls for help 
now rose Into^sonl-wrenchlng med- 
ley of appeal, ^fe^" ^^^ river was sud- 
denly nnd mysteriously dotted with 
boats. From the shanties of the flsh- 
eruien along the shore there popped 
out all manner of nondescript craft. 

The cries for help died away. Then 
ever.vthlng was quiet.

This sum is compared with $19,000,000 as tlie average 
annual profit for the three years before the war, making it 
appear that the war profit was $121,000,000 greater than 
the pre-war profit. 

This compares a three-year profit with a one-year profit — a 
manifestly unfair method of comparison. It is not only 
misleading, but the ^''ederal Trade CommiBsion apparently 
hoB made a mistake in the figures .thcmselveB. 



The aggregate three-year profits of $140,000,000 was 
earned on sales of over four and a half billion dollars. It 
means about three cents on each dollar of sales — or a mere 
fraction of a cent per pound of product 

Packers* profits are a negligible factor in prices of live 
itock and meats. No otlier large businesa Ib conducted 
upon BUcOi email margins of profit. 



Furthermore — and this is very important — only a small 
portion 'of this profit has been paid in dividends. The 
balance has been put back into the buBincsees. It had to

Nowhere Is 
the field for such conservation so fruit- 
ful as among the very young. It Is not 
enough that the state furnishes educa- 
tion for these little ones. It is quite 
ns Important that It should lend Its old 
In every way possible in conserving 
tlieir life nud health. 

Society has too long contented It- 
elf with providing for tlie care of un- 
fortunate adults, when, by proper euro 
nnd attention In childhood, It could 
have prevented many of these adults 
from becondng charges of the state. 
Philantliroitlsts have long known that 
they got their beat results when tliey 
devoted tlioir efforts to the very young. 
Isn't It time that the state should 
learn this lesson? 

There is n constantly Increasing 
percentage of the number of inmates 
In our Institutions for the Insane, the 
epileptics nnd the feeble-minded. That 
Increase must In some way be checUed. 
This can only be done erTeclunlly If wo 
Interest ourselves In the child, during 
the early years of Its life. In addition 
to nil the lilglior reasons for such a 
policy, It Is good business on the part 
of'lhe state to udopt It. If the defec- 
tives of society continue to iiu-n-use In- 
definitely, In proportion to nur popula- 
tion, It Is only a queslion of time when 
the burden oC caring for them will be 
so lienvy (hat civilization will Itself 
break down. Preventive nifasuros 
must bo adopted In order to <»vercon:i» 
this Increase. I'reventive measures, 
however, In tlio conservation of man- 
hood and womindioiKl, to he successful, 
must he applied during Ihe first years 
of the child's life. ^

Uncle Sam has 
become alarmed at the statistics, nnd 
has declared that the second year of 
the war— April, 1018, to April, 101&— 
shall be Children's year, devoted to 
caving at least onc'thlrd of this nuni* 
ber from death. All children under 
six years of age are to be weighed nnd 
measured during May and June, or as 
soon afterword as possible. 

Cards for recording the weight and 
measurement of the child may be ob- 
tained from the child virelfure center 
In each city or town, or will be mailed 
on application to the child welfare de- 
partment, woman's committee, council 
of national defense, 315 Plymouth 
court, Chicago, One-half of Oie cani 
will be kept by the parents as a rec- 
ord on which they can enter their 
child's progress from month to monlViJ 
tlie other half nmst b^ returned to the 
Chicago ofllce, from where It will be 
fient to tlie children's bureau In Wusl>- 
Ingcon to be kept for the government. 



;THE CHILD WEIGHING CAMPAIGN-AS EACH MOTHER SEES !T 



By tVlRS. IRA COUCH WOOD, 
Director for Illinois of Child Welfare 
Campaign. 
O mothers of Illinois — la the baby 
who lies In your arms, Is the lit- 
tle fellow wiio runs barefoot about the 
yard with his pall andshoveli or dmses 
the chickens from the garden, Is the 
bonnle girl nt your skirts who bogs to 
climb Up and make a pattic cako while 
you knead the broad— are thcso little 
ones growing up with you In your 
homes with ndcduate safeguards about 
them to make sure that health and 
strength nre to be theirs for life? Are 
you watchful to protect them from the 
dnngers that threaten little children — 
or are tliey perhaps to be among tlioso 
300,000 little ones who pass each year 
to a happier land— unequal tlirou^li ill 
health to struggle with this >vorId? 
, To remind us nil of this need for 
taking great care of our children. 
Uncle Sam In Washington has set aside 
this year of the war— April, 1018, to 
April, 1010— ns "the Children's year," 
and has made plans to try to save from 
death at least one-third of the 800,000 
little ones who have hitherto died 
every year In this country. This means 
that In Illinois, If we are to do our 
share, we nnist save the lives of fi,025 
little children this year, children who 
witliout our effort, might die through 
neglect or Ignorance. 

The searchlight of war has shown 
us In a pitiless glare many things un- 
ralnded In time of pence, but nothing 
more startling than the dread fact that 
it Is eleven times as dangerous to be 
n baby in Illinois us to be a soldier on 
the western front "We all know the 
tragedy that Is hidden In tlie 
glory of a soldier's death, hut few have 
realized the tragedies, of the loss of 
the children's lives — most of tllcm 
from causes we might have prevented 
If M'e would. In New Zealand only'^fiO 
babies die out of every thousand; In 
bur neighboring state of Minnesota 
only 70 babies out of every thousand 
nre lost. Shall we continue lo be con- 
tent to lose 111 babies out of every 
tliousand horn In Illinois? And we 
may he losing even more because our 
birth records nre not complete! 

As a nation we have been slngidnr- 
ly ncf^leclfnl of our children. We 
have voted nillllotis to take the rust 
out of wheat, or fight the holl weevil 
In the cotton; we iLse billions to stamp 
out the hoof-and-mouth disease among 
cattle or to cure cholera In the hogs; 
there Is always money to he found to 
protect bur f()rest!5 or to hire men to 
see that game and fish are not killed at 
mating tlnu!— but for the children we 
have appropriated as a nation only the 
more pittance that goes to the chll- 
dren*s bureau In the United States de- 
partment of labor, of which Miss Julia 
Lathrop of Illinois Is the head. 

Wo have been equally neglectful In 
our educatlonnl Institutions. We train 
women In every trade nnd profession 
under 4be sun — as lawyers, doctors, 
dentists, chauffeurs, nurses, teachers, 
saleswomen, cooks nnd what not, hut 
you can't Ilnd a school that will train 
a woman for the greatest vocation In 
life — Ihnt of being a mother. AVe have 
acted as If children were but an acci- 
dental by-product of our civilization, 
instead of Its chief asset. 

These children, who must by law 
remain In school from six to fourteen 
years of age, must .be guarded to stie 
that physical defects do not Impede 
their progress and that they come 
throngh the school system stronger 
and sounder than they entered it The 
fact Is nt present that tliree-fourths of 
our school children are handicapped 
by a physical defect of one sort or an- 
other. One-third of the men called la 
the army draft were found to be unfit 
to serve their country In her hour of 
need. The government is spending 
millions and millions of dollars 
now to correct physical defects In 
the youth of our country that n tew 
UiouDands could have removed In 
childhood. People who live In the 
country often Ininglne that this 
fact nione Insures the proper develop- 
ment of tholr children — but the death 
rate among country children Is as high 
as that of city children. The rurol 
■children are Just as much handicapped 
physically as the city rhild nnd the 
country hoy made no better sliowlng 
than (he city boy In our Notional army. 
Will you mothers of Illinois Join In 
this great national campaign for the 
conservation of child life and follow 
the call of our president nnd our gov- 
ernor to make the world a safer, purer, 
finer place for tberllves of little chil- 
dren?

Goatlemen of ibc Diplomatic Corps 
nnd My Follow Citizens: I am happv 
to draw apart with you to this quiet 
place of old counsel In order to speak 
n little of the meaning of this day of 
our nation's Independence.

"2 The seitloment of every question, 
wliethor of territory, of ■overelgnty, of 
economic arrangement, or of poiltlcnl 
relationship, upon the basis of the free 
acceptance of that settlement by tho 
people Immediately concerned, nnd not 
upon the basis of the material Interest 
or advantage of any othbr nation or 
people whicli may desire n different 
settlement for the sake of Its own ex- 
terlor Inlluence or mastery.

"These great objects can be put Into 
a Plngle sentence. What we seek Is 
the reign of law, based upon the con- 
sent of the governed nnd sustained by 
the organized opinion of mankind. 

"Those great ends cnnnot be 
achieved by debating and seeking to 
reconcile and accommodate what 
statesmen may wish, with their proj- 
ects for balances of power nnd of nn- 
tlonni opportunity. They can be 
reached only by the determination of 
what tlie thinking people of the world 
ileslre with their lopglng hope for 
Justice nnd for soclnl freedom nnd op. 
portunlty. ^ 

"I can fancy thnt the air of this 
pInce cnrrles the accents of such prin- 
ciples with a prouder kindness. Here 
where started forces which tho great 
imllon against which tbev were prl- 
mnrlly directed at first regarded as a 
revfli against Its authority hut which 
hns long since seen to have been n 
step In the llborntion of Its own peo- 
pie as won as of the people of the 
United. States-and I stnnd here now 
to speak, speok proudly and with con- 
fident hope— of the spread of this re- 
volt this liberation to the great state 
of the world Itself. The blinded nil-

Secret Propaganda Goes On. 

It Is certain that the secret German 
propaganda gops on. It reaches Into 
the homes and wrings the heartstrings 
of tho mothers whoso sons are going 
overseas. It sneaks Into the factories 
where war work Is being done and 
whispers to the workers to slow up. It 
ponetrtites Into the mooting hulls of 
labor unions and .says "strike." On 
the railroads, whore hundreds of thou- 
sands of workers are struggUug with 
the greatest congestion this country 
has ever known, the German propa- 
ganda spreads diacoritent. To the 
farmer It says "hoard" and to the city 
consumer It whispers of extortion and 
profiteering. To the man of business 
It prntes of government Incompetency 
and Ineniclency; and to the derelict, 
the wanderer, the tramp — if you plenso 
— It preaches class Imtrcd and revolt. 
Loves the Pacifist Here. 
Germnny, the nation which glorlfles 
war above all else, Inves the pnclflst 
In this country. Peace is the favorite 
topic of cnnver.satlnn nmnng tho pro- 
Germans. They would quit cold, womfl 
comprondse, would do anything, In 
short, except fight out this war to a 
finish nnd crush forever that menace 
of militarism which, above all thlnRS, 
the pacifist Is supposed to abhor. 

Creating friction and Jealousy among 
tho nations allied against the kaiser 
Is one of the propagandists* most ef- 
fective methods. They are active 
abettors of that group of Americans of 
Irish extraction who are bitter against 
England. They work oflfcctlvcly among 
tlie half educated who, by superficial 
reading of United States history, have 
been accustomed to regard England as 
America's traditional enemy. 

They create distrust and suspicion 
of Japan, and both here and In tho 
Orient have so sown the seeds of sus- 
picion that at times It 'Seemcd as 
though a conflict must Inevitably en- 
sue. Down In Mexico bandits like 
Villa get money and supplies from 
mysterious sources, making necessary 
the holding of a cooalderablc Ameri- 
can force on tlio border. 

How far reaching and well organ- 
Ijied the German propaganda was In 
this country Just before wo entered 
the war was shown In 1015 when mem- 
bers of congress were flooded with 
nearly a mllUoa telegrams, all of Iden- 
tical wording, protesting against tho 
shipment of arms to the enemies of 
Germany. The American Embargo 
Conference was the organization be- 
hind these messages. It sprang up al- 
most In a night and a million tele- 
grams <:ost a lot of money. 

The American Truth society was an- 
other of tho organizations which 
Reeraed to have plenty of funds and 
sought to influcnca members of con- 
gress In favor of prohibiting tho ship- 
ment of arms and ammunition. Then 
there was the Qermsa-AmerlcaD No-

tlonal Alliance which recently wont 
out of business while Its activities 
were under flre of congressional Inves- 
tigation. The Teutonic Sons of Amer- 
ica and other similar bodies nlsq^wero 
openly active Jiist before we went Into 
the war. 

We hear very little of those organi- 
sations now, but their rooraliors are 
still In the United States. It Is highly 
Iraprobahlo that they all experienced a 
change of heart tho nioihont the Unit- 
ed States declared war. 

Spread Red Cross Rumors. 
They spread the runuirs nhont the 
Red Cross selling Its mipplles Instead 
of giving thorn to tho soldiers for 
whom they arc Intended. 

They torture Aniericnn mothers 
with wild stories of shocking Imninr- 
nllty In Fninct? — tales which arc re- 
futed by the nuignlficent way In which 
the French armies have stood up 
against overwhelming odds. 

They c:iuse unroot by spreading ru- 
mors of fond being commnndecrcd In 
the pantries of private homes, and they 
seek, by oxagKoratlng tales of scarcity, 
to cause excessive buying which In- 
creases the scarcity. 

They cause the city consumer to be- 
lieve that he Is being made the victim 
of extortion, while nt the same time 
they toll tho farmer ho Is not being 
paid enough for his gniln and live 
stock. 

Rumors of the torpedoing oC trans- 
ports, with tho loss of thouhnnds of 
soldiers, they find particularly erfec- 
tlve In causing anxiety In the hearts 
of those whose loved ones have gone 
across the seas, or mothers whose 
sons arc about to be taken In tho 
draft. 

All such stories, started originally 
by prO'Gernian propagandists, nr« of- 
ten spread, Innocently rnnngh. by loy- 
al Americans, who repent them and 
talk about them. Thus they unwit- 
tingly become the tools of the kniser. 
"Let the German agents who In- 
vented these lies be the only ones to 
pass them on," Is the plea of the nd* 
ministration and of ordinary patriotic 
horse sense. 

If this Is done It soon will be pos- 
sible to spot u man who Is In favor of 
Germany Just ah easily as though he 
wore out In the middle of the street 
trampling an American flag. 

Peril In Foe's Propaganda. 

How mnch more a menace German 
propaganda Is than German military 
might ■ Is cnslly seen by the experi- 
ences of Russia ^nnd Italy. The un- 
educated Russians, restive under o 
strict autocracy, and flghting, not for 
the principle of democracy, hut he- 
cause they were ordered to flght, were 
told that all they need do was to lay 
down their arms and they would have 
peace. 

The Italians were told that the 
French and English troops were shoot- 
ing down their wives and children, 
who were starving at home. 

There aro-hundreda of thousands of 
Americans of German descent who are 
American to tho core and who are do- 
ing all that they can for the cause of. 
America. All honor to them. Side by 
side with these loyal citizens, however.; 
nnd sometimes hiding behind their 
clonk are the aknlklhg allies of the 
khlser. ■ '^. 

America now knows or should know* 
tho danger from these crafty plotters 
and their Insidious German propagan- 
da. And what can we each do about 
It? We can nnd should challenge ev 
ery story wo hear which smacks' of 
German propagiinda. Refuaeto accept 
any story tending to weaken Amertcuo 
morale without tho proof.
